WHITE POPEL A TJON INCREASING. 
As the country had a right to ex­ 
pect, the white population in the 
south is growing faster than the ne­ 
gro element. 
The 
census 
returns 
from nine of the cotton states show 
this plainly. In the cities of those 
states the whites increased 46.6 per 
cent during the decade, as compared 
with 27.6 in the previous IO years, 
while the negroes gained 30.5 per 
cent, as against 23.2 per cent in the 
IO years immediately preceding. Each 
race, as will be noticed, grew faster 
in the past IO years than it did in 
the preceding IO, but. the gain was 
much greater among the .whites than 
among the blacks. In the rural dis­ 
tricts in those states the white gain 
in population in the decade just end­ 
ed was 17.3 per cent and the negro 
only 8.3 per cent, while in the pre­ 
ceding IO years the gain in the two 
races was 18 and 17.5 per cent, re­ 
spectively.—Shawnee News.

i clive until the whole agreement is 
ratified by the Canadian parliam ent 
were telegraphed to customs collec­ 
tors along the Canadian border to­ 
day. The new regulation provides for 
proper identification of Imports to 
prove that they are of Canadian ori­ 
gin and the state department 
has 
been asked to instruct consular of­ 
ficers in Canada to add their certifi­ 
cates to the declarations of the im­ 
porters. 


Until the Canadian parliam ent rati­ 
fies the agreement, only section 2 
which covers wood pulp, paper and 
leaper board, will be affected. The 
regulations under the new law pro­ 
vide for free entry to all such im­ 
ports from private lands or from 
crown lands, provided no export tax 
bas been 
levied. 
British Columbia, 
Ontario and Quebec im pose export 
11 ie?> on wood. Now Brunswick will 
do so after Oct. I.

On July I, 1911, there were 468 in­ 
mates in the insane asylum at Fort 
Supply, according to a report sub­ 
mitted to Governor Cruce. This in­ 
cludes 372 males and 174 females. 
The 
report covers the period 
be­ 
tween January I and July I. On the 
first of January there wrere 474 pa­ 
tients, including 301 males and 173 
females. During the time covered by 
the report fifty-seven patients were 
admitted, eighteen died and twenty- 
seven were discharged. The balance 
in the ward fund on July I 
was 
$547.87; contingent
